Princ Minister of Iraq, is troatca as ton political story 
of tho day. 41 Ahram roports that the unification of the 
Traqi and, arab Lepion commends will posult in tho analgama- 
tion of the Iraqi and Trans jorcanian ammios with an Iraqi 
officor es G.O.C. in Ce King Abeullah anc Regent Abdulilah 
have sont Frino Ministor 41 Pachachi to Egypt to discuss with 
Prine Ministor Nokrashi Pasha the possibility of unifyinc 
atk areb commands. "ALL the Arab countrics are agrecd that 
the unification of Arab cormands igs ebsoiutcly necosseary for 
the suecoss of the arab military eompaign', comments Al 
Abrom which adds: "It is undorstood that the Iragi ¥rine

AL Misri quotes Azzam Pasha as saying to the press

Al Ahram publishes tho following story: Amman August 
25 (1,N.i) —- a Ciro Pross roport fron scirut to the cffcoct 
thet the Iraqi Government had asked the British Governient 
to urge Dritish officors in tho Arab Legion to resign or take 
orolont: soc. loave wes catosoricelly denicd by Muzahiin oi~Pachashy, 
iraqi irinc Ministor, in an intorvicw with tho AwW.4. He clso 
dismissed the succes von from the samo source that the request 
had boon rrompted by "King Abdullahts accentance of the idea 
that the cormand of Arab Lesion should be taken ovor by the 
Iragi Arny", 

Ho added that the revort that a momorandun on this 
mattor hac been submitted to tho British Ambassador to Bachdac 
was without any foundation whatovor, that no iernorancum on 
the subjeet had boon subnittec to anyono, and that 
the subjoct had not oven boon discussed, 

A furthor roport that the Iragi Governiecnt had sugcese 
tod a payment of £2,000,C00 to the frab Lesion (in place of 
Britaints subsidy) ane that King J&bdullah had consented to - 
the Arab Le,ion being placod undor tho Iraqi command was rc= 
jectod 

Muzehin ol-Pachachy added: "What has actually happe= 
nod is this; tho Cormands of the Iraqi and Trans jorcania 
4rnmics heve been unified under the Iragi Gonoral Command, 
whose orders will bo oxccuted by Ficld Commands whether 
Trans jordanian or Iraqi", 

In conclusion the Irime Ministcr declared: "I confi- 
dontly hope that success will be achicved by unifyins our two 
Cormands and that oventually all Arab Arnics will unificd 
under one generel Command’,
